Given the shortness of the list of new fungus and fungus related issues over the last several months, I decided it 
was time to review sales offerings of mushrooms on stamps. BIG mistake! 


When I took over editing the Fungi listings for this publication, I was given one guideline that, while not chiseled 
in stone, made sense to me as a Scott Catalogue dependent American collector. The guideline was to include Scott 
numbers when listing items, which really means include only Scott-listed items. And, with the exception of the 
listings of items from Linn’s weekly newspaper not yet assigned a catalogue number in their new issue update, I 
have fairly carefully followed that guide. 


Unfortunately, checking the offerings on the Internet has shown me an enormous gap that exists between stamps 
listed in, and materials being issued for countries not recognized by, the Scott Catalogue. Most of these issues are 
for “countries” that are actually revolutionary councils, secessionist states, and similar political entities. Many 
bear a striking resemblance to the issues for “Russian Republics” in the 1990s. The list of items I have been able 
to document that Scott has chosen not to include is extensive (and probably seriously incomplete). 


In addition, while compiling this material for publication I double-checked the listings in Biophilately back to the 
beginning of 2001, and found several Scott-listed issues that were missed in this column (plus a few mistakes or 
items with incomplete information). While many of these occurred in issues from 2001 (the transition year 
between me and my predecessor), I have missed enough all on my own to be embarrassed by the oversights. 


So, beginning below and continuing until the listing is as complete as I can make it (hopefully with your help 
where gaps exist) is a listing of items I have found in this research. I divided the listing into three sections: Errata 
(corrections of published mistakes), missed Scott numbered items (noting the sets but without details of the 
individual stamps), and new non-Scott information (materials that I have derived primarily from sales offerings). I 
have included only the set information in the lists since I am unable to resolve many of the illustrations and also to 
keep the lists from extending over many dozen pages. 


The final listing here corresponds somewhat to the “For the Record” information that the Scott Catalogue used to 
publish. It is information only and is in no way a suggestion that you run right out and “complete” your collection 
by including this material. Scott has made its call as to the validity of these items (which will affect your ability to 
exhibit this material competitively in accredited exhibitions), but ultimately you make your own call as to 
collectability. 
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Errata
